military hospital No. I, where he is 
now convalescing, as the “Red eroses 
Man," and doctors, nurses and pa­ 
tients have watched his case with 
unusual interest. 
Fournan is a member of one of the 
American regiments recently engaged 
in the fighting around Fismes. He has 
been/.in France, since last October, 
and went through heavy fighting on 
several fronts without a scratch. 
One morning a short 
time 
ago, 
just as his company went over the 
top, headed for a Boche machine gun 
nest, a shrapnel shell knocked him 
out. 
He had a momentary stinging 
sensation and then awoke to find him 
self on an American sanitary train 
from which he was taken by ambu­ 
lance to the hospital. 
When he w'as carried to the oper­ 
ating room, the surgeon looked him 
over and then called the other doc­ 
tors to come and look. The boy had 
been hit by two pieces of shrapnel, 
one of which had gone down his back 
so close to his spine, that only a mir­ 
acle saved him from paralysis. The 
other had crossed at right angles, 
leaving the mark of a perfect cross 
on his back. 
Fournan has those pieces of shMtp- 
nel in his Red Cross treasure bag. He 
says they're “lucky pieces" because 
they “only left a scar."
